Messrs. McOruw and Whitosciir- 
ver, represeuting the Pocahontas 
Dovelopmeii: Company, Hied with 
the Court a deed for 3 210 acres of 
landaus shown by the plat of the 
town, conveying to the County the 
land absolutely free and udievod 
from all liens, costs and charges, 
upon tne sole contingency that the 
Court House tie removed ; and also 
filed the bond of that Coin|.nn,v, on 
der its corporate seal, with sureties 
to pay tlio sum *5,00(1, ii the remov 
ul lie made at the election ordered 
by the Court. 

These are the propositions sub 
mi tied and many of our citizens re¬ 
gard them as fair and generous. 

A proposition was made by 
Messrs. McOruw and Whifescarver 
to pay the *5,000 in cash, but as 
there was no provision of law for' 
the payment of the fund to the 
Sheriff ol'the County, and a special 
receiver would l*o necessary who 
would be e titled »o 5 per cen\ 
commission for holding the fund.
